1. Claims 1, 2, 5-12, 15-21 and 23-28 remain for examination. The amendment of 
6/4/08 amended claims 1 , 5-8, 1 1 , 1 5-1 7 & 20; and cancelled claims 3, 4, 1 3, 1 4 & 22. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 2, 5-12, 15-21 and 23-28 are allowed.
